Next Tuesday the people o( this 
country wtA celebrate the birthday 
of one with whoiit American inde- 
pendence virtually had its nativity, 
for iu liini and through hiui came 
the prelude of the paeanii of victory 
which later Cornwallit) heard with 
dleraay. Oratory has given pralnc to 
thp "Kiithrr of his country" in 
neither iiiistiiilt'd nor fulsoiiiif leriiis. 
Webster miigiiificently litclares: 
■■America ^la^ tuiiiisiied to the world 
the character of Wasliiiigton. And 
if our American institution!; liad 
done nothlnn else that alone would 
have entitled them to the respect of 
mankind " History says of him 
what Hamlet voiced of another: 

"Remember thee! 
Yea from the table of my memory 
ril wipe away all trivial fond rec- 
ord*." 

Poetry glows with "all the wild 
treahnaes of morning," when his 
name la pronounced, and so Byron 
singe: 

"While Washington's a watchword 

such as ne'er 
Shall sink, while there's an echo left 

in air." 

It is the fashion to contrast Lin- 
coln and Washington. We believe, 

however, that such a course of ac- 
tion wrongs liotli ('ircniiislan<:es 
differ in tli>Mr lives and both molded 
environment instead of being shaped 
by It. Tlie men were clitTerent, for 
their times differed, tlieir Iriuiniilis 
and tiiicoiHiuering defe,iis diftered, 
their op|)Oi l unities (littered. their 
cares differed, their duties difi'ored --- 
all differed, save their claims to our 
unlimited devotion. Wftshington'p 

Lincoln been bom to maintain It, and 
Lincoln would not have been great 
had not his Illustrious antecedent 
given him a noble work to perpetu- 
ate. Both corresponded to their high 
destinies. No palm has to be dis- 
puted, (or there are immortal chap- 
lets for the two. Both were giants 
in their days the one built a 
mighty temple to liberty; the other 
held it from collapse and ruin. 

To know the value of Washington's 
labors, we would have to know the 
length of all time, for to its end 
their existence will be fell ns force- 
ful and salutary powers. Washing- 
ton was father, counselor and af- 
fectionate frienrl to .\merii a. A.i a 
father he begot her greatness: as .1 
counsellor he mapped the certain 
course of her perpetuity; as a friend 
he showed unselfish consideration 
that sought not its own ease nor 
profit, but his country's life and 
weal. Wonderful la the knowledge 
ot conditions Washington displayed 
In his farewell address. Had Amer* 
lea heeded- his prophetic ■warnings 
she would not have made some sorry 
mistakes. Speaking of education: 
"Whatever," said this wise seer, 
"may be conceded to the influence 
of refined education on minds of a 
peculiar sirmture. reason and ex- 
perience both forbid us to expect 
that national morality can prevail 
In exclusion of religious principle." 

What I.,acordaire said in his prals • 
of O'Connell is true of Washington: 
"Liberty Is a work of vlrture, a holv 
work, and consequently an Intellec- 
tual work." As a consequence Wash- 
ington's life was pure, his labors 
gracious, his intellect dear In solu- 
tions ot Cabinet and field ansstions. 

With the good common sense of 
Marcus Aurelivs, with the qnlet 
loftiness ot the elder Bmtns, with 
the energy of a Julias Caesar and 
the decision of a Napoleon, Washing- 
ton ascended his car ot triumph 
that will ever musically rumble 
adown the sweeping avenue of Time. 
From his station, higher than Kw- 
perors'. comes no forbidding cry of 
"woe to the conquered!" He con- 
ducted no ruthless war of < xtermina- 
tlon, for he wielded not a butcher's 
axe. but a knife of sacrifice. With 
piety he invoked the God of battles, 
and In humility he fled from glory 
to Mt. Vernon's gentle shades. He 
led his nation to security, peace and 
prosperity before he returned to its 
scabbard his brave and heaven- 
favored sword. 



We have read the call for the 
Irish race convent ir)n in New York 
next niontli. says Kiither Crannon in 
the True Voice, and from Its tenor 
we can only conclude that the ex- 
tremists are promoting the gather- 
ing. We expect that the convention 
win denounce Redmond and the 
Nationalist leaders in Ireland, de 
olare again for the absolnte Inde 
pendence of Ireland — and then ad- 
joiini. We can not conceive what 
good such a gathering can do at 
this time, while it is easy to see 
the possibilities of creating further 
and deeper divisions in the ranks 
of Irish sympathizers in America. 
That will be deplorable. We do not 
claim to have complete information 
concerning conditions in Ireland at 
the present time. Conflicting ac- 
counts reach us, and we allow for 
exaggerations on both sides. But 
we do not believe that any policy 
settled upon in a convention in an 
American city can be better than 
that which liishiiien choose for 
themsc'hes. We believe they know 
the situaton better than we can pos- 
sibly advise them from this side of 
the Atlantic. For that reason we 
do not believe that the present is 
an opportune time tor a race con- 
vention in New York or any other 
city. We are satisfied that It can 
do no i.:no'j. and it may do much 
harm. W<« navr ourselves been of- 
ten inclined to doubt the wisdom of 
Kedmond's policy since the- outbreak 
of thc> war. We cici not relish the 
idea ot Irishmen fighting Kngland'a 
battles in Flanders, the Balkans and 
Gallipoli. But we believe they are 
doing as they think best, and we 
are willing to trust to' the r^snlt to 
Justify their action. We are sure 
that their cause will not be helped 
by the adoption of radical resolu- 
tions by their friends in this coun- 
try. Home rule for Ireland Implies 
that Irishmen at hon>e - and not in 
America - must di^cide what Is best 
foi themselves. And wi- are willing 
to grant them that measure of home 
rule. Others apparently believe 
that every Irish question should be 
settled tor Ireland by eonveBtlon in 
America. We think that Is a mltf- 
taiien view that may lead eventually 
to great danger — if not harm — to 
the cause of home mle.

veais Willi but little success, Arkan- 
sas being the only State to adopt 
It, and the residents of that State 
•ire still blushing for shame at the 
,1, lions ot the bigoted yaps who 
iimpiised that body. On Tuesday 
111 this week some one ot the dark 
lantern patriots plaoed a copy ot 
the Menace on each desk ot 'both 
the Senate and House members, and 
following the usual custom of his 
(ir her tribe did it by stealth, leav- 
ing no clue behind as to who was 
iicting as Kentucky agent for the 
Auiora mud gutter journal. 

lo the great credit of a majority 
i)f the u'.embers the paper was 
thiown into the waste basket as 
soon as noticed, and only a few 
ever discovered that the distribu- 
tion .of the sheet was intended to 
influence them into supporting 
Stone's convent bill, the following 
being extracts from different sec- 
tions of the Menace spasms: 

'According to the Kentucky 
Irish .American, a Roman sheet pub- 
lishiil in Louisville. Ky., of date 
January 29, the State Legislature 
has been disgraced by the introduc- 
tion of an inspection bill. The 
author and sponsor for the bill is 
Hon. EdwaCrd D. Stone, a tarnicM 
and lawyer, represe- ting Crittenden 
nnd Livingston counties. 

"Rome's Institutions will not bear 
the sunlight oi tmth and publicity. 
For that reason and other reasons 
which the Menace' has brought to 
your attention frequently, the most 
diabolical institution which Rome 
maintains, the House of the Good 
Shepherd, is kept closed; bars are 
placed upon the windows and high 
walls encircle them to keep law and 
love outside. 

"The Inmates of these placee are 
slaves — slaves to a hungry despot- 
ism that masquerades under a cross 
and pretended piety while it wrings 
profit from the \c'ry souls of inno- 
cents. 

"More than six thousand girls 
and women are In Houses of the 
Good Shepherd in the United States 
alone, to say nothing of the thou- 
sands confined In cloistered and 
seml-cloistered convents of other 
kinds. Shall we permit such an 
Infamous system of slavery to en- 
dure in free America? 

"Kentucky patriots, you have an 
opportunity now to demand that 
your Legislature puss this bill and 
write upon the statute books a law 
that will free the slaves from Rom- 
ish cruelty and open wide the doors 
of every institution that may bide 
an innocent and enslave youth." 

Despite the frenzied appeal ot 
this Missouri disturber, the Stone 
bill was reported adversely by the 
committee to whom it was referred 
and members say that the comment 
against it was so strong that It is 
believed that in the event it came 
up for a vote Stone, the author, 
would have been ashamed to neord 
his ■rote In its favor. In dosing it 
Is pleasing to add that several mem- 
bers have set on foot an investiga- 
tion concerning the Identity of the 
sneak who littered the desks with 
the Auora journal, and they say If 
iliscovercMl Ills fate will be a rciwtl- 
tion of the one meted out to a like 
bum patriot two years ago, who was 
thrown out ot the building for the 
same offense.

Peace at any price advocates were 
criticized and national preparedness 
was termed a religious as well as a 
patriotic duty by Archbishop John 
Ireland at the Cathedral at St. Paul 
on Saturday in an eloquent funeral 
oration over the body ot Col. Josiah 
R. King, said by MinnesoU historians 
to be the first man to answer the 
call of President Lincoln for 75,000 
volunteers in 1861 to put down the 
civil war. After eulogizing Col. 
King and AbraMun Lincoln, and de- 
crying those wm aay ifar Is never to 
be countcnance'a, the venerable Arch- 
bishop said: 

"My prayer is that our country 
may have social iind comniereia; 
peace, that we may have the pros- 
perity to make us great in all things 
good, and may have a quick response 
to patriotic duty. We hear much of 
peace at any sacrifice. Peace with 
honor, yes. Peace to the glory of 
our country, yes. But if it means 
that we are to be the prey of inter- 
national ambition; It It means that 
we are to do the bidding ot every 
other nation on earth, and that our 
flag must dip in disgrace, then we 
must not have peace. No nation can 
be weak today in preparedness and 
strong tomorrow In eflflciency."

Success, complete success, is not 
always the beet that can be desired 
for mortal things. Theories and men 
alike often ii;i~iialil.\ go to jilc'ces 
w h ell a ui omeii l a r^ g r.uu t. JJJL . yWif .. 
and' favor 'comes tfielr "way. Tne 
most beautiful dreams, built up in 
time of nnresponslblllty, fail to 
materialise when the opportunity tor 
action comes. With the Socialists 
this grim tact hae quite frequently 
been demonstrated. There is ^o 
dream of more persistency and vigor 
In the whole Socialist idyll than the 
vision and thought of the "brother- 
hood of man," a dream based on a 
true Idea, it must be said, but mis- 
.understood and distorted by the 
school ot Marx. "Comrade" each oije 
calls the other in their friendly ancl 
otiieial gatherings and meetings, and 
fraternal love and fellowship , beam 
from ccvry fac e until success COmes 
along ancl blasts it all. 

Often of course the comrades do 
not even wail for success to injure 
this fine fiction, but straightway at 
the first misunderstanding they set 
to pelttag eac'h other with bitterest 
attacks.

Old St. Mary's 
was one of the strongest Irish par- 
ishes In this city, and St. Nicholas's, 
the first church for German Cath- 
cdics. was equally representative of 
the German colony. Both now 
foiiii the heart of the great Jewish 
section of the East Side. When 
Bishop Quarter reached Chicago, In 
.May, 1844, he found only two 
priests and one chureh (St. Mary's) 
In the straggling hamlet that had 
grown up about Fort Dearborn. Now 
there are 326 churches and a Cath- 
olic population of 1,250,000.

"A minimum wage that shall en- 
able men and women to live in a 

manner conformable to American 
standards, to educate their children 
and to make provisions against old 
age and sickness. 

"The eight-hour day, wliiili gives 
oppoiltinity for tlu» culti\alion of 
home life, the enjoyment of books, 
music and wisely employed leisure. 

"legislation making it unlawful 
for children of tender years and 
frail - physique to be employed in 
dangerous pursuits. 

"Laws providing for the safe- 
guarding of the lives and limbs of 
workers engaged in dangerous OC- 
( upations and for compensation tor 
injuries sustained in the course of 
employment. 

"The progressive improvement of 
the sanitary working and housing 
conditions of the wage earners. 

"The preservation of the consti- 
tutional guarantee of trial by Jury, 
fiee speech and a free press." 

'The ideal of the trade union," 
he added, ' is to combine In one or- 
ganization all the men employed at 
a given trade, and to demand and 
secure for each and all of them a 
riellnlte minimum standard of 
wages, hours of labor and condi- 
tions of work. By this is not meant 
that the wages of all shall be the 
same, but merely Uiat . equal pay 
shall be given tor equal work."

More than 150 of the 400 guests 
at the first official banquet given 
In honor of Chicago's new Arch- 
t)lshop. the Moat Rev. George Will- 
lam .Mundeleln, formerly ot Brook- 
lyn, at the University Club, were 
taken 111 with ptomaine poisoning 
.soon after the first course of soup 
was .served. The Arclibisliop was 
not aflected and ver>' few at the 
spi-akers' table were. Only a few 
of the dishes of the soup course had 
been cleared away when many of 
the guests rushed out. Others fol- 
lowed, and for the nejrt half hour 
Dr. John D. Murphy, Dr. L. 1.. Mc- 
Arthur and Dr. Hugh McKenna 
were busy adniinii-ici iuK emetics. 
"The emetit.« inimcdiately relieved 
Iheni," say.s a statonipnt drawn up 
by the thiee physicians, "and prac- 
tically all returned to the banquet 
hall." 

The day following samples of the 
soup were analysed by Chicago 
chemists and violent poison was 
found therein. The discovery, 
coupled with the disappearance of 
a kitchen employe oi tin' <liil) 
named Crones and tlir finilini: of 
Himilar poison in a piivati- l.ib- 
oratoiy in his room, together with 
literat\ire classed as anarchistic, led 
the police to believe that the Illness 
which overcame the diners was the 
result of a deliberate attempt to 
poison the guests. Police all over 
the country are looking for the 
culprit, who has not yet been ap- 
prehended. In the room which 
Crones had occupied the police say 
they found many 'olumes by 
anarchistic authors, explosives and 
weapons, in addition to the poison 
vials. He was said by the police to 
have come to Chicago from St. 
Louis and his deseripUon was sent 
to various cities. 

Among the guests at the banquet 
irho were affected by the poison 
were prelates. Judges, bankers, rep- 
resentative business men and manu- 
facturers piomlnent in the affairs 
of city anil nation, all ot whom have 
eco\ eicd.
